A NEW MOOD FOR LIVING 


Christ's resurrection has created an entirely new mood for 
living. It has transformed us from the kingdom of darkness to 
the kingdom of light. 


Death is still with us. But it is now a defeated enemy. 


Job's question: "If a man die, shall he Live again?" is 
answered by the Resurrected Christ, "Whoever Lives and believes 
Aan me has &rfe eternal.” The victory is Christ's! 


It was this faith that enabled a person with a terminal 
-illness to pray, "Dear Jesus, if You take me now, it is all naghe 
because wherever T go I wikk be with You.” 


Suffering is still with us. But it is now a defeated enemy. 
"T reckon that the sufferings of the present moment ane not 
worthy to be compared with the glory that will be nevealed to 
us 4n the Life to come," says Paul. "In the world you have 
tribulation, but be of good cheer, I have overcome the world," 
said Jesus. The victory is Christ's! 


Sin is still with us. But now as a defeated enemy. 
Through Christ we have forgiveness; we have also the power 
to overcome. "We ane mone than conquerors through Him who Loved 
us." No matter what kind of tomb you have buried yourself in 
through sin, Christ can liberate you. The victory is Christ's! 


Fvil is still with us. But now as a defeated enemy. On 
Good Friday we may have said of Christ. "If this is what happens 
to a good man, why should one Lead a good Like?” But on 
. Easter Sunday we know that that is not what happens to a good 
man. Virtue will always triumph. Ultimately evil will be over- 
come. This is what the second coming of Jesus is all about. The 
victory is Christ's!

Christ is nisen and the 
Angels rejoice. Christ is risen and Life is Liberated. Christ 
4& ntsen and there is none dead in the tomb. For Christ is 
nartsed from the dead, and become the firstfauits of them that 
ALept. To Him be glory and power from all Ages to alk Aaes."

What is Religion All About 


“Sir, we want to see Jesus" 
{John 12:21) 


Nearly 2 000 years ago certain Greeks approached Philip the 
disciple and asked a very simple request, 
"Sir," they said, “we want to see Jesus." 
2000 years later, we Greeks seem to be asking for many things (wealth, good 
exam results, entertainment, etc) but do not think that seeing Jesus is 
something we should desire. | 


What does it mean to "...see Jesus" ? Let’s not forget that 
Jesus was once a man that walked on the earth, who experienced and felt the 
Same things we do (hapiness, fear, lonliness, temptation), who through this 
never once Sinned, who was crucified and was resurrected from the dead to 
Pay the price for our sins and who is now Sitting at the right hand of the 
Father interceding (i.e. Pleading) continually for us. He invites us to 


come to Him with our problems and fears so that He may comfort us and give 
us the victory over them. 


Tt’s plain to see from this that our Lord Jesus Christ, the one 
whom we worship as God isn’t some abstract idea or some unreachable deity 
that can be understood Only by going through a mass of rules, regulations 
and ceremonies. He is a Living Person who wants to have. an intimate. 
personal relationship with each one Of us. He wants us to krow Him even 
more perfectly than we know our husband or wife or best friend. It boggles 


the mind that the Almighty God wants such an interaction With sinful people 
like ourselves - and yet it’s true! 


SO how can we have such a rélationship with Jesus? Let’s ask for 
(and really desire) the same thing those Greeks wanted so Many years ago -- 
"Sir, we want to see Jesus". If we really want to know Him we will: 


%¥ believe and confess to him and to the world that he is our God and 
Saviour (Rom. 10:9-10) 


%¥ spend time reading the Bible because it is the inspired Word of God 
and tells us all about the character of Jesus, what he offers us. and 
what he expects from us. 


* pray to Him, Sharing ourselves with Him in thanksgiving and asking 
for things we need. 


¥ participate in the Sacraments because through them we truly Share in 
His life. 


And finally, we will tell others about this wonderful Person we 
know and love so that they can also come and ". See Jesus."
